Nagasaki, June 18th.—A report has been received here by way cf Faku 
Oka telling of the sinking of the Russian cruiser Gromoboi by two Japanese 
cruisers near the Oki Islands. The story is given on the authority of the 
crew of a merchant ship which has just arrived from the north. 

Tokio, June 18th.—A survivor of the Sado, one of the Japanese trans- 
ports ettacked by the Russian squadron trom Viadivostock on Wednesday, 
states that the British chief officer of the Sado went in a oat to parley 
with the Russians. ‘They agreed te receive all non-combatants on board their 
vessels and gave forty minutes to clear the Japanese ships. However, the Rus- 
sians eiterwards declined te <carry out ‘the agreement and would receive only 
the British chief officer on poard. Two cruisers, one on each side of the 
Sado, then torpedoed the transport in the neighborhood of her engines. The 
Russian warships retreated northward.

The coinmittee yavored & measure in- 
sronnions by J. A. Magee of Yorkton, 
that in the convention’s op:nion the 
mayors of incorporated towns ought to 
be magistrates by virtue of their off-ce. 

The subject’ of fmmigration and of 
cleser scrutiny of undes:rable classes 
€f new citizens received the serious at- 
tention of the committee. H. SC. Alex- 
ander, of W:nnipeg, on behalf cf the 
Western -Canada Immigration Associa- 
tion, was granted Permission to address 
the meeting on the Progress of the or- 
ganization. ii 

It was the sense of the committee 
that a line of action should be decided 
on that would absolutely prevent any 
subject being ‘passed upon by the con- 
vention -without rroper notice. To 
this end it was suggested that tepica 
ef prime importance should be schedul- 
ed to come up at certain hours regard- 
fess of discussions that might be on at 
that time. 

William Short, Mayor cf Edmonton, 
introduced a Tesolution declaring that 
in the opinion of the convention the de- 
velopment of the resources of the Ter- 
ritories amply justifies and urgently 
requires the immediate and raoid con- 
struction of the nrojected Canadian 
Northern and Grand frunk Pac‘fic. The 
committee favored sending it to the 
convention: 

The programms proved. so lengthy the 
committee was anxious ‘to recommend 
a time limit on all speeches. The sub- 


ject was earnestly (liscussed. Scme 
members swanted five minutes to bethe 
limit. Others thought no member 


should. speak more than once on each 
subject. A resolution was finaily ead- 
cepted giving the chairman discretion to 
limit all spoeches. 

Here is a resclution of great import- 
ance to Calgary, which was introduc- 
ed by William Pearce, D.L.S., and fav- 
ored by the committee: 

“That it is highly desirable that as 
scon as possible a thorough investiga-

A correspondent in the Toronto 
Glohe writes: 

To the Edjtor of the Globe: There 
thas been 2 gooc deal said lately abont 
the lumber combine in the west, and 
British Columbia lumbermen are say- 
ing quite as much, if not more, about 
American lumber coming into Canada. 
These same British Columbia lumber- 
imen have formed a “Mountain Lum- 
ber Manufacturers’ Association,” and 
people residing in a town where = ans 
member of this association operates a 
mili must buy nowhere else but from 
that mill, and take what the mannu- 
facturer has a mind to give them, 
whether it is zood, bad or indiffer- 
ent, in this town chiefly bad or in- 
different, boards charged as ten inches 
only measuring 9, 9 1-4 or 9 1-2(inches 
in width, sometimes running to a fea- 
ther edz2 at one endin thickness.

In September, 1303, the owner oi 
the sash and door factory in Golden 
wrete to the Harbor Lumber Company 
of Revelstoke, B.C., (90 miles away) 
for clear cedar, which the Columbia 
River Lumber Company mill ie Gold- 
en does nut manufacture. The reply 
reads as follows: 

“Mr. W. L. Houston, Golden, E.C.: 

“Dear Sir.—Your favor of Sest. [ch, 
addressed to Fred Robingon Lumber 
Company, has been received. We re- 
ret very much we are unable to shi; 
vou the clear cedar as ordered, We 
dio not sell to anyone but deaiers, and 
fhen only in carload lots. Yours truly, 
Harber Luraber Company, Limited, J. 
R. MecCleery, Secretary Treasurer.” 

Note the fact that those living iz 
Revelstoke can buy 100 feet of clear 
w@Giar from the Harbor Lumber Com- 
pany if they want it. In 1903 the

River Company informed him “that 
unless he got all his lumber through 
the Columbia River Lumber Company 
they would not sell him a board.” 

Prices for lumber here are about 
as follows: $14 to $16 per thousand 
I feat for common lumber, $18 shiplap, 
$20 to $40 flooring. At that date we 
were not awarc that a Victoria firm 
could and would supply lumber at a 
price and cf a quality the Columbia 
River Company could not touch. 

On May 4th, 1904, the new building 
was burned te the ground. In the in- 
terests of the Trading Company § I 
wrote to the Okanagan Lumber Co. 
at Enderby, B. C., for prices of all 
kinds of lumber, stating that from 
200,000 to 300,000 feet would be re- 
quired and asking for cash prices de- 
livered here.

“W. J. Gould, Golden, B.C.: De2rr 
Sir.—Owing to the Mountain Lumter 
Manufacturers’ Association it will te 
impossible for us to supply you with 
lumber of any description. We are 
very sorry we had not this informa- 
tien when we last wrote you.
